Yet there has been no 
strife, no apitation, no demand to 
take advantage of the privilege pro- 
vided by law to organize separate 
school districts. During the past 20 
years 1,360 schoo! districts have been 
erected in the Territories, and of this 
total number only 16 are separate dis- 
tricts, two of which are Protestant. 
Of these sixteen districts, two have 
never had schools in operation, and 
three have not been in operation for 
many years. So that as a matter of 
fact, it may be stated that at the 
present date there are only eleven: 
separate districts taking advantage 
of this privilege. Six of these are sit- 
uated in Alberta and five in Saskatch- 
ewan. The following table shows the 
number of separate schoool districts 
establishea each year since the first 
school law was passed by the Terri- 
torial assembly :
